Faces Charge of 
Reckless Driving 
In Center Square 


With 23 hogs dead and IO others 
dying in his herd of 41 hogs. Her­ 
bert W. K»*hr, Biglerville R. I, turn- 
j rd to state police here Monday aft­ 
ernoon in an effort, to determine how 
poison was administered to the ani­ 
mals. Corporal John P. Herman be- 
; can an investigation today. 
Dr. 
A 
A. Martin, Emmitsburg 
veterinarian, was called to the Kehr 
farm In Straban township last Fri­ 
day and found 33 of the nogs afflict­ 
ed. 
Several already were dead and 
the 
veterinarian 
conducted 
post 
mortem examinations of four of tho 
carcasses. 
He found the stomach 
linings of all of the animals had 
been attacked 
by some acid or 
caustic substance. 
In one of the 
hogs a perforation was found in the 
stomach wall. 
Doctor Martin said 
he Is positive that disease did not 
cause the deaths, but that the ani­ 
mals had eaten poison. 
.Animals Valued at $360 
Mr Kehr values the hogs at more 
than $360. 
Five of the animals af­ 
flicted weighed about 250 pounds 
each; 
three 
weighed 
about 
150 
pounds each, and the other 25 rang­ 
ed in weight from 50 to 75 pounds. 
Of the IO animals that are ailing, 
none is given a chance to survive. 
Tile first of the animate became 
sick on February IO when Mr Kehr 
counted 17 hogs that were affected. 
One week later 16 more of the ani­ 
mate showed signs of the effects of 
the poison. 
Since February IO, 23 
of the pigs have died. 
Only 8 Hogs Unaffected 
Only eight hogs In the herd that 
originally numbered 41 appear to ba 
unaffected. 
An examination of the feed that Is 
being given the swine showed that 
it is all in first class condition, re- 
I moving the possibility that the ani­ 
mals might have eaten decayed or 
I spoiled feed. 
Doctor Martin said that sulphuric 
or nitric acid, caustic soda, lye or 
other strong acids or alkali materi­ 
als could have caused the deaths. 
No chemical analysis of the contents 
! of tile stomachs of the dead pigs 
has yet been made.

Sheltered Ilocation Needed 
It is impassible to give definite 
dates of bloom, for so much depends 
upon the location of the shrub in 
the garden 
In a warm, sheltered 
com er it will be encouraged to open 
its blooms earlier than when in a 
cold 
windswept 
location,

ditions are so much more change­ 
able than they are later.

W here seeding w ith spring grain, 
experience leads th e farm er to sow 
plenty of seed, an d still stan d s m ay 
be thin. S p rin g grain seedbeds of ten 
are sim ply plowed, harrow ed an d 
drilled. T his leaves loose, cloddy soil I 
w hich dries out quickly an d in w hich 
the little seedlings have a m ighty ; 
h ard tim e. 
W hat th ey need bs fine 
soil, w orked un til it is solid and 
firm. 
F all or w inter plow ing gives 
m ore of th is condition.—Better seed- : 
beds for clover and grass could be 
gotten, o ften w ith less tim e and la ­ 
bor. by disking or harrow ing corn 
and p o tato fields instead of loosen- I

Any m ethod of covering 
seem s better th a n depending e n ­ 
tirely on N ature. 
A lfalfa seedlings seem more ap t to 
be killed by late freezes th a n clover. 
A lfalfa also seem s to need m ore 
careful covering th a n clover.

sequently, later sowing an d some 
covering is especially desirable where 
alfalfa seedings are also less a p t to 
die during th e dry w eather so com ­ 
m on in late April and May.

farm ers split th e seeding, putting 
h alf on early anti th e o th er half late, 
th u s dividing the risk of bad w eath­ 
er.
